Drawings 

Drawings (Figures 18-21 ) were received on 3/28/05. 
These drawings are acceptable. 



The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. 

Therefore, the sleeve of claims 1 and 2 (detachable upper portion) must be 
shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). 

No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended."

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant contends that the French reference provides no teaching that in the 
initially flattened condition the cover has a tapered shape (instant independent claims 1 
and 16), that no decorative effect is provided by the covers of the French reference, and 
that there is no evidence that the covers of the French reference have one or more side 
gussets (claim-8). 

The Examiner wishes to point out that even in the absence of a translation, the 
French reference clearly depicts structure "having a tapered shape" as cited; 
specifically, in Figures 2, 4 and 5 of the French Reference, a tapered portion is depicted 
in the lower portion of the sleeves encompassing the pots contained therein. 

Regarding the subjective term "decorative sleeve", the Examiner maintains that 
the French sleeve as depicted in Figure-4 could be perceived as a decorative cover, as 
it is not unattractive, and the tapered lower end in combination with the air vents, 
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billowed upper portion and neat upper sleeve closure could be perceived as decorative 
features to the plant package, as the sleeve in general is well though out and capable of 
being perceived as decorative. 

Finally, Figures 1 and 4 depict structure in the upper side portions of the sleeve 
extending downward which is readable as "side gussets", as cited. 

In conclusion, the Examiner having considered the Applicant's arguments, 
maintains the rejections presented in the Office Action mailed 12/28/04, resultantly this 
Office Action is final.
